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ROGE VS. BORIR 


The Star Chamber Trial of a Con- 
tested Will Case. 


A Family Scandal Exposed—Parties 
to the Suit Suppressing the Facts— 
Old John Jacob Borie’s Two Mar- 
riages and Repudiation of His First 
Wife—The Latter’s Grandchildgen 
Suing for Their Share of Property. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disrarcs. 

New Tonk. November 12—For several years 
past, in fact ever since December 29, 1879, a case 
bas been dra ging through the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Philadelphia, It is known as the 
suit of Roge against Borie, but the subject matter 
was carefully concealed, both sides doing every- 
thing possible to keep it out of the newspapers. 
When oa October 22 it was called for trial before 
Judges McKennan and Butler, a Philadelphia re- 
porter secured a copy of the printed brief of the 
plaintiff's attorney and was busily taking notes 
from it when his action was observed by Richard 
C. McMurtrie, counsel Hor the defense, who flew 
into a passion and demanded that the notes be 
given up. This being refused, be attempted to 
seize them, but failed. When court opened he 
asked that a private bearing be granted. As the 
other side made no objection, his request was 
granted and the trial went on behind closed doors. 
The suit is brought by one Adolphe E. Roge 
against Adolphe E. Borle and others, heirs, 
distributors, executors and trustees under the 
will of John Jacob Borie, who died in 


Philadelphia, October 1334, leaving a will providing 
for an equ 1 distribution of his estate among sis 
children, without naming them. The plaintiff al- 
] that he is a son of Marie Francesca Roge, 
called Celina. who was the leg.timate daughter of 
John Jacob Borie, and therefore that he is entitled 
to share of the Borie estat« under the will of his 
grandfather. The story told by tue complainant, 
a set forth im the brief of kis counsel, is as follows: 
Jobn Jacob Borie was born in the south of France. 
In February, 1803, ne weut to Cape Francais, Hayti, 
and established himself asa merchant, and in the 
latter part of October of tha. year married 
the widow of  KBeujamin Poumaroux, & 
La Place, in the city of Cape Fra: cais, 
San Domingo. Driven out of San Domingo by the 
revolution, Mr. and Mrs. Borie left Cape Francais 
November 4, 1508, and went first to Santiago De 
Cuba and next to Puilaude. phia, where was burn to 
them, in 1805, a daughter named Marie Francesca 
but always called in the family celina. After tus 
birth of the child, Bor te persuaded his wife that 
THEIWMARRIAGE WAS INVALID. 
She thereup leit him. .eaving the child in his 
care, and weatto St. Thomas. Ile sent Celina to 
school at Bethlehem. and later to Lyons and Bor- 
deaux, France. At the age of 18 years, her mother 
being still at St. Thomas, Celina was taken from 
school at Bordeaux, in 18.4, aud married to Leon 
Joseph Roge, as the child of unknown parents, 
J. J. Borie always represented ber in his family as 
is niece, and «il her correspondence with bim and 
is family was on this basis. She probabiy did not 
d.scover tuat she was his daugbter until after her 
own marriage aud tiie reiura of her mother from 
St. Thomas. Haviog gottenmd of his first wife, 
according to the aliegations of plaimtiff, J. J. Borie 
married again in Fhiladeipbia and became the 
father ef nine children by his second wife, Sophie 
Beauveau. I. is fiist wife, the mother of Mrs. Roge, 
Joseph Gancei at Nantes in 1828, the mar- 
riage being urged upon ver, aod the vecessary pre- 
limivaries b« ng arranged by J. J. Borie, who sent 
his son, Adolpu, to France, for tha purpose. J. 
J. Borie died in Philadelphia, October 2 
1881. ieaving a large estate, and his descendants 
are among tne wealthiest and most prominent 
people in tue Quaker City. They have intermarried 
wit), many leauing tam es and their position is 
unquestioned. Two years ago Miss pallie Borie, a 
niece uf Adolphe Borie and a leading society beile, 
was married to Mr. G. Heide Morris, a young 
yer, aud the nuptials «xcited great interest and 
attention, Leon Joseph Rege died March, 1835, and 
Mrs. Rouge Juiy 9, 1876. Her son, A. E. Roge , the 
complaimeant, took out letters of administration of 
her estate, and on Deceiuber 29, 1579, an suit 
against the execuiots and hews of the 
Pududelphia midonare for one-tenth 
the estate, which he claimed was his 
mother’s share under the will of his grandfather. 
He brings tue suit tor himseif, his brother aud ais 
nephew, sun of nis deceased sister, only beirs of 
Mrs. Ruge. Adolphe E. Borie, as cuief executor 
and legatee, was made principal defendant. He 
died February 5, 1880. During us life ume us was

12, the through 
express from Baltimore to Pittsburg, consisting of 
a sleeper, two Coaches, two baggage and one 
express car, ran into a misplaced switch and was 
completely wrecked, The sleeper rolled down the 
embankment into the Youghibgheny River. The 
other cars were upset and the whole train was de 
tached from the engine, Sixteen persons were 
injured, but none were killed outright.

Whetber 
some one had left the switch open or 
not, is not yet known, The officials 
of the road say that it was tampered with, evi- 
dently with an object in view of causing a wreck. 
Had the switch been open the train would have 
gone into it all right, and could have been stopped 
before any damage bad been done. As it was the 
train could go on neither track. The result was‘ 
that the train dashed along the ties,

Considerable Cold in Wait for St. Louisans 

To-Morrow. i

AN ABANDONED SCEPTER. 

Speaking of the compact recently entered 
into by the trunk lines, Mr. Firn« said: “This 
is a contract to regulate and maintain tariffs. 
There is not a word in it about pools.” That it 
was acontract uniting the trunk lines in a 
combination to dictate tariffs to all the rail- 
roads in the country was made plain by the 
following statement of its features from Mr. 
Fink: 

The conditions upon which the trunk lines will 
interchange traffic with connecting roads are that 
such roads adheré to tariffs. Failing in that. the 
trunk lines won't do business with them in respect 
to “the issuing or honoring of joirt bills of lading 
or through tickets; the interchange of through 
freight or passenger cars; the collection and ad - 
vancing of through freighand passenger fares, or 
participating by division ia through rates or fares 
upon traffic covered by the contract. 

This simply means that no Western road 
will be permitted to handle business between 
the East and West except on terms and under 
conditions prescribed by the trunk line com- 
bination. It is a combination to cut off 
from all Eastern connections every West- 
ern road which does not submit to 
the dictation of the combined trunk 
lines. It is therefore an unlawful com- 
bination to do an unlawful thing, in pur- 
suance of a contract which is against public 
policy and void. Any railroad or combination 
of railroads which assumes the prerogative of 
regulating the charges of other roads and un- 
dertakes to compel obedience by boycotting 
and by refusing to transport freights to or frem 
the disobedient road, is a usurper that sets it- 
self above the law of common carriers. But so 
long as the people’s government abdicates its 
sovereignty—so long as Congress neglects to 
regulate inter-State commerce—the power is 
going to be exercised by some road or combina- 
tion that is strong enough to usurp it. Usurped 
power is always wielded for the benefit of the 
usurper, and where it is used to build up or 
fortify a business monopoly of any kind, it in- 
variably means disregard of the general wel- 
fare and of private rights. 


THE MEXICAN CONSULSHIP. 

It has now been nearly six months since MR. 
STROTHER, our capable and efficient Consul- 
General to Mexico, was recalled. There was 
no complaint against him. His removal was 
merely in pursuance of a plan to have our 
diplomatic service in harmony with the Ad- 
ministration. A gentleman was appointed to 
succeed him whose sole qualification was that 
he was a brother-in-law of a Senator. He had 
never seen the country with which he proposed 
to maintain our commercial relations. He was 
ignorant of its language, of its customs, of 
those strongly marked peculiarities of tempera- 
ment which make up Mexican life and charac- 
ter. He was not a business man. He was not 
adiplomat. He wasa brother-in-law. 

Still if Mn. Ewing had gone to Mexico he 
might have learned something, and he might 
have done something. At the least there would 
have been an official there to represent the 
United States, to bear testimony, by his pres- 
ence, to the interest which this great nation 
feels in the struggling development of our 
younger neighbor Republic. But Mn. Ewine 
has not even been able to fill the role ofa 
brother-in-law Consul-General. He is not 
even a dummy Consul-General. He is no Con- 
sul-General at all. He is an invalid occupying 
himself with his tea and his toast and his liver 
pad, when he ought to be building up a great 
international commerce. 

These have been precious and pregnant 
months. All the thoughts and hopes of Mexico 
have been centered in her commercial] develop- 
ment. The fierce contentions of politics have 
been dominated by the questions of commerce 
and finance. The question of the hour is the 
National revenue, and the national fevenue de- 
pends on the national commerce. Mexico is 
reaching out in all directions, turning to all 
nations, holding out the prospect 
of reciprocity, asking aid, advice, 
intercourse, commerce, friendly evidence 
of any kind from the older and richer countries 
in her struggle for commercial development. 
Meanwhile, how do we respond! How are our 
commercial interests in Mexico sustained? By 
an invalid sipping tea and toast, and adjusting 
his liver pad, in Jefferson City,twenty-five hun- 
dred miles from the scene of duty. 

Is there any other nation which would tol- 
erate such an abuse? Can we think of any 
other Secretary of State who would allow an 
official to so slight his office? Is the trade of 
this country to wait until a Senator's brother- 
in-law dies before it resumes its onward march! 
Is our foreign commerce to be used as an in- 
valid pension fund? Has our Senator no 
healthy brothers-in-law? How long is this farce 
to last 

There are rumors that when Congress meets 
some of the appointments will be criticized.

The remov- 
al of this bar to commerce wou.d be the solution of 
the foremost difficuity of today. It would quiet 
the compiaint of over-production, open factories 
now closed and give empioyment to workers who 
are at present idle, revive our merchant marine, 
and be a great accession of strength, prestige and 
influence to the United States, 

In a message to Congress last year, President 
Arthur thus earnestly presented the salient points 
of the subject: 

“While the enterprise ef our citizens has re 
sponded to the duty of creating means of speedy 
transit by rail between the two oceans, these great 
achievements are inadequate to supply a most 
important requisite to national union and pr osper- 
ity. Forall maritime purposes, the Staies upon 
the Pacific are more distant from those upon the 
Atiantic than if separated by either ocean alone. 
Europe and Africa are nearer to New York—and 
Asia is nearer to Califormia than are those two 
great States to each other by sea. A nation like 
ours cannot rest satisfied with such a separation of 
its inutually dependent members. Within a gen- 
eration the Westefn coast has developed inte an 
empire with a large and rapidly . rowing popula- 
tion, and with vast but only partially developed 
resources. At the present rate of 
increase, the end of the century will see 
us a commonwealth ok. rhaps, nearly 
a bundred milions of people—of which the West 
should have a considerably larger and ricaer pro- 
portion than now.” 

The Senate Committe, in 1882, after an exhaust- 
ive discussion, not only gave their opinions in favor 
of the ‘lebuantepec route as pbysicaliy ana 
gesaraphically the best, but supported this opinion 

y tBat given by the committee of the House of 
Representatives: 0 

“During the third session of the Forty -sixtn Con- 
gress, a special committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, charged with the duty of considering 
all questions relating to the Isthmus transit, after 
a thorough and comprenensive investigation, re- 
ported n favor of Mr, Eads’ ship railway project, 
and selected Tehuantepec as by all means the most 
preferable route for the tra.isit-way."’ 

Toat portion of the report of the House Com- 
mitte referred to is as fullows: 

“Mr. Eads has selected the Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec, and your committee unhesitatingly finds and 
reports tuat of ail routes across the Igthinus, Tebu- 
antepec is essentialiy the American route. A 
gla es al the map will at once dem nstrate the cor- 
rectness of this assertion. Ifa vessel leaving the 
moutn of the Mississippi River, bound for Cali- 
fornia, Or tue Orient. crosses the Istamus at Te- 
huantepec, her voyuge will be 1,250 miles shorter in 
distance than if she crossed a Nicara,zua, and 
2.200 miles shorter that she crossed 
at Panema If a vessel leaving New 
York, bound for the same destination, 
crosaes the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, her voyage 
wili be 750 miles shorter than if she went by Nica- 
ragué, and 1,250 miles shorter than if she vent by 
Panama. Inasmuch as this arge saving of distauce 
chiefly affects only the commerce of this ceuntry 
and that of Mexico, and not the commerce of 
Europe, it must be at once apparent that the loca- 
tion of A transit-way at Teluagutepee is of vitai im 
232 to the commercial interests of the United 

tes. 


“Tne saving of distance. is synonymous with 
cheap transportation. Both at Panama and Nicar- 
agua, * var. us periods tbrouguout tue year, caims 
prevail to au extent which would greatiy decrease 
ibe value ot either of the routes for saiung vesseis. 
Such, however, is not the case at Tehuautepec, as 
favorable winds always prevail there, thus afford- 
lag u guarantee of no serious detention to sauing 
Voneeis Seckitg a passage by that route.”

BLOWN TO ATOMS.
